RACIAL BIAS 


U.S.: police department 
routinely discriminated 
against people of color

A Justice Department investigation found 
sweeping patterns of racial bias within the 
Ferguson, Mo., police department, with offi- 
cers routinely discriminating against blacks by 
using excessive force, issuing petty citations 
and making baseless traffic stops, according to 
officials familiar with its findings. 

The report, to be released as soon as 
Wednesday, marks the culmination of an in- 
vestigation into a police department that fed- 
eral officials have described as troubled and 
that commanded national attention after one 
of its officers shot and killed an unarmed black 
man, 18-year-old Michael Brown, last summer. 

It chronicles discriminatory practices 
across the city’s criminal justice system, de- 
tailing problems from initial encounters with 
patrol officers to treatment in the municipal 
court and jail. Federal law enforcement of- 
ficials described its contents on condition of 
anonymity because they were not authorized 
to speak publicly before the report is released. 

The full report could serve as a roadmap 
for changes by the department, if city officials 
accept its findings. Past federal investigations 
of police departments have encouraged over- 
hauls of fundamental procedures such as traf- 
fic stops and the use of service weapons. 

The investigation, which began weeks after 
Brown’s killing last August, is being released 
as Attorney General Eric Holder prepares to 
leave his job following a six-year tenure that 
focused largely on civil rights. The findings are 
based on interviews with police leaders and 
residents, a review of more than 35,000 pages 
of police records and analysis of data on stops, 
searches and arrests. 

Federal officials found that black motorists 
from 2012 to 2014 were more than twice as 
likely as whites to be searched in traffic stops, 
even though they were 26 percent less likely to 
be found carrying contraband, according to a 
summary of the findings. 

The review also found that blacks were 
68 percent less likely than others to have their 
cases dismissed by a municipal court judge. 
And from April to September of last year, 
95 percent of people kept at the city jail for 
more than two days were black, it found. Of 


Racist comment surfaces 
Among the Justice Department report’s 
findings about Ferguson police depart- 
ment was a racially tinged 2008 message 
in a municipal email account stating that 
President Obama would not be president 
for very long because “what black man 
holds a steady job for four years.” 


the cases in which the police department doc- 
umented the use of force, 88 percent involved 
blacks, and victims of the 14 dog bites record- 
ed by the department all were black. 

Overall, African Americans make up 
67percent of the population of Ferguson, about 
10 miles north of downtown St. Louis. The 
police department has been criticized as ra- 
cially imbalanced and not reflective of the 
community’s demographic makeup. 

Brown’s killing set off weeks of protests 
and initiated a national dialogue about police 
use of force and their relations with minority 
communities. A separate report to be issued 
soon is expected to clear the officer, Darren 
Wilson, of federal civil rights charges. 

Ben Crump, the Brown family attorney, 
said that if the reports about the findings are 
true, they “confirm what Michael Brown’s 
family has believed all along, and that is that 
the tragic killing of an unarmed 18-year-old 
black teenager was part of a systemic pattern 
of inappropriate policing of African-Ameri- 
can citizens in the Ferguson community.” 

The report provides direct evidence of ra- 
cial bias among police officers and court work- 
ers, and details a criminal justice system that 
issues citations for petty infractions such as 
walking in the middle of the street, putting the 
raising of revenue from fines ahead of public 
safety. The physical tussle that led to Brown’s 
death began after Wilson told him and a friend 
to move from the street to the sidewalk. 

The practice hits poor people especially 
hard, sometimes leading to jail time when they 
can’t pay and has contributed to citizens’ cyni- 
cism about police, the report says. 

Several messages seeking comment from 
Ferguson Police Chief Tom Jackson and May- 
or James Knowles III were not returned. 

John Gaskin III, a St. Louis community 
activist, praised the findings, saying, “It’s so 
unfortunate that Michael Brown had to be 
killed. But in spite of that, I feel justice is 
coming.”

By Gwendolyn Purdom | REDEYE 
olunteering consistently ranks among the top New 
Year’s goals, and those resolutions can be much easier 
to keep if you’ve got a buddy. Someone to share the experi- 
ence. Someone to hold you accountable. Someone to wag his 
or her tail at the door when it’s time to go. In Chicago, oppor- 
tunities to volunteer with your pet stretch from South Side el- 
ementary schools to north suburban senior centers. 


Lifetime Bonds program, Gold, 37, who lives 
in Berwyn, brings her dogs to the Illinois 
Youth Center juvenile detention facility on 
the Near West Side every Wednesday to work 
with groups of teenage boys. The teens, who 
often come from neighborhoods where dog- 
fighting and other abuse are common, learn 
proper animal safety and care, and teach Ruby 
and Rocky basic commands before moving 


Think your dog or cat has what it takes to be a therapy animal? Each group has differ- 
ent requirements for its animal ambassadors, but generally looks for dogs and cats 
that like people, know basic commands and are not easily fazed by unfamiliar situ- 
ations, noises or smells. There are no breed restrictions, and experts emphasize the 
need for a variety of animals—a Great Dane might be better able to help a physical 
therapy patient regain his or her balance, while a miniature poodle may be a less intimi- 
dating fit for an elementary school program. “We're not asking that they be perfectly 
trained, we just need to know that, one, they’re going to enjoy the program... and two, 

that you have a really good relationship with your dog because you're asking them 

to do something they don’t normally do, which is sit there for an hour and 

15 minutes and have other dogs [around] that they are not allowed to interact with,” 


on to socializing dogs from Chicago’s Ani- 
mal Care and Control during a three-month 
course. 

For years, studies have touted the benefits 
of interacting with animals—lower blood 
pressure, diminished stress levels and the re- 
lease of happy hormone oxytocin, to name 
a few. In programs like Safe Humane’s, vol- 
unteers and staffers say they see the animals’ 
physical, social and emotional impact in ac- 
tion at each session. Boys who initially were 
terrified of dogs have told Gold that Ruby’s the 
reason they’re no longer afraid. Those who’ve 
come to sessions in a sour mood brighten up 
as soon as all 50 pounds of her leaps into their 
laps. One graduate of the program took Ruby 
through her Canine Good Citizenship exam 
and went on to volunteer with the program 
after he’d gotten out of his detention. 

“{T’ve seen changes in the boys’} interest 
level in working with the dogs, their comfort 
level in interacting with the dogs and then 
their willingness to step up and show the skills 
they have learned in the program,” Gold said. 
“They truly bond with the dogs.” 

That bond benefits the work’s non-human 
participants too—according to Gold, Ruby 
gets so excited before volunteering trips she 
follows Gold around and whimpers at the door. 

Ruby and Rocky also do their part at ele- 
mentary schools on the South and West sides, 
teaching kids about animal safety as part of 
Safe Humane’s Youth Leaders program. 

Focusing on children’s needs is a mission 


many pet-centric volunteer organizations 
share. At Rainbow Animal Assisted Therapy, 
dog teams visit children’s medical facilities and 
109 classrooms throughout the region, pro- 
gram coordinator Susan Burrows says. Rain- 
bow’s volunteers also serve older students, vis- 
iting Northwestern to help studiers de-stress 
during finals, or Northern Illinois University, 
where their Red Cross-affiliated Crisis Re- 
sponse Unit’s dogs comforted the campus 
community in the wake of the 2008 shooting. 

“It’s very obvious when you're working with 
your dog how much that point in time means 
to that person interacting with your dog,” 
Burrows said. “I’ve been a Girl Scout leader 
and worked in PTAs and done all kinds of vol- 
unteering; this is the most rewarding experi- 
ence that I’ve ever had.” 

And it’s not just dogs who can be therapeu- 
tic. As one of therapy group Love on a Leash’s 
only feline volunteers, Kathy Mordini’s Maine 
coon mix, Max, can’t wait to curl up in young 
readers’ laps for Paws for a Tale nights at local 
libraries, Mordini says. The feeling is mutual. 
When one shy second-grader came to an event 
hiding behind his mother, seeing Max made 
all the difference, Mordini said. “[The boy] 
sprawled out on the floor petting Max and 
was all excited,” she recalled. “He did a very 
animated version of ‘Hop on Pop’ that night.” 

Programs like Paws for a Tale or Lakeview- 
based Sit, Stay, Read are meant to instill con- 
fidence in young readers by having them read 
to their canine and feline visitors. According 


to Sit, Stay, Read volunteer coordinator Lena Mc- 
Cain, a 2013 Loyola University study showed that 
elementary school students at the low-income public 
schools the nonprofit serves have shown a 36.4 per- 
cent greater gain in fluency compared with peers who 
did not participate. 

‘As a kid, it’s terrifying, an adult might subcon- 
sciously react without knowing because you stutter 
over a word,” McCain said. “A dog isn’t going to do 
that. A dog is just going to stay there with their head 
on your lap.” 

Unlike activities that center only on visitation, 
certain programs count as goal-directed therapy, in 
which the pet acts as a tool to advance the partici- 
pant’s healing or growth. Dogs with Canine Therapy 
Corps, for instance, fetch balls that physical therapy 
patients throw to them or learn commands from sub- 
stance abuse center residents. 

“It’s really an issue of motivation,” Canine Therapy 
Corps operations manager Ann Davidson said. “The 
physical rehabilitation program can be an extremely 
long and arduous process ... those people might want 
to give up halfway through and just call it a day, but hav- 
ing the dogs there makes it feel less like work.” 

When the teenage boys Tracey Gold, Ruby and 
Rocky work with complete their Lifetime Bonds pro- 
gram, they go through a graduation ceremony. Gold 
says sometimes she dreams Ruby’s enthusiasm will 
spark a lifelong passion for animals in some of these 
boys, and they'll become trainers and activists. Or 
maybe they'll just take what they’ve learned, and con- 
front a friend who’s mistreating a dog. 

“Even if it makes the smallest difference,” Gold 
says, “it makes a difference.”

Activists call for 31st Street CTA bus route

A group of Bridgeport activists once again 
are asking the CTA to restore the long-gone 
bus service along 31st Street between the lake- 
front through the Bridgeport community and 
west to suburban Cicero. 

Some South Side residents long have called 
for this service, but the cash-strapped CTA 
has maintained there is not enough demand 
to warrant the additional route. 

The CTA used to operate two bus routes 
along 31st Street, but service there was cut in 
1997 because the transit agency determined 
ridership was low on both routes. 

First Lutheran Church of the Trinity Pastor 
Tom Gaulke, who is leading the effort, said a 
31st Street bus route is needed now because 
he’s seen South Side residents without cars

have a tough time getting to his church, at 31st 
Street and Lowe Avenue in Bridgeport, and 
the Target off 33rd Street and Damen Avenue. 

The closest east-west bus routes to 31st 
Street are along 35th Street and 26th Street. 

“Tt’s a bit of an injustice especially when you 
look at it in contrast to the many routes on 
the North Side,” Gaulke said. 

The CTA has not heard recently from 
residents campaigning for a 31st Street route, 
CTA spokeswoman Tammy Chase said, but 
the transit agency a few years ago studied add- 
ing service to 31st Street between the West 
Side and the lakefront and found the demand 
wasn't there. 

“They can come to us and talk to us again,” 
Chase said.

Ferrari says the 
phrase most likely is being used to mask a real 
issue found in the Diagnostic and Statistical 
Manual of Mental Disorders, which medical 
professionals use to classify everything from 
adjustment disorders to psychotics. 

“What you're hearing are suggestions that 
the person doesn’t want the severe end of the 
diagnoses to be out there,” he said. “There’s 
more than exhaustion, and their publicist is 
not trying to give the picture of some kind 
of severe issue that’s going on.” 

While discussing time in rehab typically 
is taboo, sometimes a star is brave enough to 
come forward. In 2013, Kesha entered treat- 
ment at Timberline Knolls, later clarifying that 
she was recovering from an eating disorder. 

“To have a breakthrough you have to have 
a breakdown, and I definitely went through 
both of those—in hindsight, it saved my 
life,” she told “Good Morning America” in

by the pool and walks on the beach, Dennis 
said those who are truly taking their recov- 
ery seriously aren't treating it as a vacation. 

“Tf they're understanding of the facts that 
these are illnesses that are equal-opportunity 
killers, regardless of who you are, they can do 
just as well as anyone else,” she said, adding 
that celebs have the advantage of being able to 
afford extra help, like sober companions and 
after-care services. 

But famous or not, Dennis said one of the 
biggest stigmas that needs to be addressed 
is the idea that addictions are something a 
person chooses, rather than something that’s 
going wrong in their brain. 

“People who are cancer survivors go on 
three-day walks, and they’re proud to be can- 
cer survivors,” Dennis said. “We need more of 
that same mentality when it comes to recov- 
ery from mental disorders, from substance 
abuse, from eating disorders.”
